A perfon endowed with fuperior mental faculties 
in difirefs, was, by theantients, very aptly thadowed 
under the emblem of Minerva in a poor habit, ha- 
ving her right-land chained to a hage fone lying on 
the ground, whilft her eft hand, which is furnithed 
with 2 pair of wings, is held aloft; fignifying thear- 
dur with which Genius asnires to the noblett things 
whi @ aphap inefs of condition reftrains its endeavours 
and prevcn:s the accomrlifhment of its defires. 

A litule memorandum by the late Thomas Hollis, 
efq. (the munificent benzfactor of Harvard univer- 
fity) led to thefe humilinting remarks. 

There was fomething very affeting in the fate of 
Father Pancrazi.. The learning and the merit of 
this excellent and hofpitable man were known and 
admired throughout Italy. Yet thefe empty ap- 
plaufes, fometimes leavened with malignant envy, 
were the only rewards obtained from his induftrous 
application to literary purfuits, his extenfive craditi- 
on, and bounteous generofity. Wholly engaged in 
his ftudies avd his devotions he took no thought for 
the neceflary fupplies of life. His refources, and in 
Icflening ina&ts of charity and hofpitality, daily 
the purchafe of rare and valuable books, were at 
leneth exhaufted. He became extremely poor. = It 
was now, however, that he began his much admired 
work on the Antiquities of Sicily, this he compofed, 
as the celebrated, Johnfon fays he did his di€tionary, 
“« with little affiftance from the learned, and without 
any patronage of the great; amidft inconvenience 
and diftra@tion, ficknefs ard forrow ;” and much of 
his time was unavoidably fpent in making provifion 
for the day, which was paffing cover him. Many 
who read his book with admiration knew ef his ne- 
cefiies, yet no one relieved them. ‘* in the autumn 
ef 1752, fays Mr. Hollis, * he lodged ina Theatin 
convent, the convent of his order, at Naples. There 
he was attacked by a violent fever, which impaired 
and broke his conftitution. In that feeble ftate, how. 
ever, he zpplied to his work; and, in order more 
fpeedily to publith the third volume of it, found 
means, in the year 1753, to fella few rare medals 
which be h:d colle&ed, to the king, by whom 
he was perfonally known and refpedted. The 
fuperior of the convent fomehow got intelligence of 
that trepf{iGlion, claimed the money arifing from the 
fale of the medals for the ufe of the convent, and ob- 
tained it. When Father Pancrazi became apprized 
of the event, he was diftraed dire@ly; and after 
languifhing, with intervals, miferably fome years, at 
length ended his wretched life.” 

“‘ While the gold lies ufelefs in the mouldy coffers 
of the Mifer, the leaden hand of poverty checks the 
daring flights of youth, and chills the fire of enter- 
prize.” 

* Scea note in his own hand writing, in the firft vo- 
lume of the above work in the Library of Harvard Uni 
vefity ; to avhicll Mr. Hollis makes this addition, “ this 
good man rendered me hofpitality, and by bis letters £ tra- 
veled throughout Sicily and Malta.” 





The fUllowing Speech of Portalis, on a fubjeét fo interefting to 
Man, will be read with atrention. The fentiments of the au- 
thor comport with reafon and the good of Society. 


SPEECH, 
Of Portalis in the Council of Ancients, Auguft 15. 


Porr ALIS, in the name of a committee, 
made * report on the refolution relative to divorce, an 
act of Incompatibility of humor and charaéter. ** Ought 
we defnitively to authorize divorce by our laws ; 


added to thofe already eftablifhed, fufficient to prevent } 
the abufes of a like facility ? ‘hefe are the quettions that} 
your reporter is about to examine.”’ 

“ To refolve the firtt, { thall define what marriage 
is. The civilian regards it as a contraét purely civil ; 
theolegifts make it an holy ordinanee-p-others itr fine' 
fay it is of a mixt nature, which both religious and 
civil laws concur to fanétify. It is evident that all 
were in error, becaufe all thought natural law of no 
moment. Marriage being inftituted by the creator, is 
then neither a civil contract, nor a religious «&, be- 
caufe it exifted before all religions, before all civil laws. 
It is an act purely natural, regulated by civil laws, and 
fanétioned by religion. No fociety, it is faid, is eternal, 
and marriage is but a contract of fociety. Let us be 
careful not to narrow the ideas of marriage in this man- 
ner. Ordinary focieties are not neceffary for the per 
petuity of the fpecies ; marriage is commanded by the 
natural law. In ordinary focieties, we put in common 
only our goods and our intereft ; in marriage we put 
in common our goods and our hearts. In ordinary fo- 
cieties we ftipulate only for our individual interetts ; 
in marriage we ftipulate for the fpectes. for the whole 
human race. Societies may be diflolved without doing 
injury perhaps toa third of the members of whom it is 
compofed ; but in diffolving marriages we seceflarily do 
wrong to children; fhould we conclude fiom thence that 
we ought not to authorize divoree ? If men were inviol- 
ably what they ought to be, the conjugal union would 
never be difturbed. But men are fubje& to error, to 
paffions, and it is for them we fhould make laws. The 
legiflator in making them, ought to aim more at peace 
than virtue, the general good, rather than the perfedti- 
on of individuals ; in that he differs from the moralift 
and the minifter of religion, becaufe he ought fome- 
times to permit things, which. morality difavows, and 
which religion forbids. It would be otherwife equally 
dangerous and inhuman, to attach without hope of re- 
turn a married couple tired of each other. 

“« But if the legiflator ought to petmit divorce, he 
ought alfo to put a curb on the paflions, and to hinder 
the moft holy of contracts from becoming the {port of 
the caprice of men. He ought not then to authorize 
the difunion of marriage, upon the fimple allegation of 
incompatibility of humor and character ; for to alledge 
is not to prove, and nothing can more contribute to the 
greatelt abufes. But it is faid, that the allegation of 
incompatibility of marriage is often only a cover 
thrown over reafons more powerful, which a regard for 
the feelings of the family and the good of roma | re- 
quits not to be made public.—I allow it; but feeing 
this allegation may be often deftitute of reafonable mo- 
tives, it would then be better to fubmit the proofs of 
incompatibility to family tribuna!s, which might manage 
the bufinefs fecretly. ‘I'o permit divorce on an allega 
tion of incompatibility, without any obligation to ex- 
plain the motives. would give one of the married couple 
the right of turning off the other and expofe the moit 
reputable women to the moft deplorable condition. 
She would fee herfelf all at once ftripped of the hon- 
ourable title and of the efteem which fhe poffeffed, 
and reduced to drag en in fociety a degraded exiftence, 
condemned to a forced celibacy, which leaves her not 
even the charaéter of virtue, to flatter the inconftaucy 
of a capricious hufband, who after having torn from 
tic bofom of her family a young creature to bury her 
in his pleafures ; after having ravifhed from her favors 
referved only for a virtuous attachment, turns her off 
without giving her the indemnification which the law 
obliges the feducer to grant her who has been the object 
of his criminal debauchery.”

T cracy peep out in certain paflages of Mr. A- 
dams’s anfwers to the Addreffes prefented to him in New 
Jerfey, and are evidenced in one of the toafts drank at 
a public meeting at which he was prefent. 

“ If the voice of faction,’ fays Mr. Adams, ‘‘ has 
‘“ been heard, and foreign influence has made a pro- 
« orefs; if religion, morality, and patriotifm ha.e had 
‘* much to fear, we have reafon to believe that this has 
“© been chiefly due to /urprize and mifreprefentation, aid- 
“ed by an enthufiafin for liberty too ardent and intempe- 
“ rate.’ It is admitted that furprife and mifreprefen- 
tation or other unlawful means ought not to be employ- 
ed to obtain even a /atwful object, but how pariial evils 
can be aided by too ardent and intemperate an enthuti- 
afm for what Mr. Adams dares not deny to be a general 
good, he has not condefcended to explain. If liberty be 
valuable and defireable, the more ardent every citizen’s 
wifhes and exertions for its obtainment and preferva- 





aught we to auth orize it on account of incompatibili- 


ty of humour gndcharaéter ? Is the delay of fix months 
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permanent. It is morally impofhible that ardour or zeal 
tor true freedom {hould ever become intemperate. Free- 
dom cor fiits only in the enjoyment of equal rights, or in 
the right of every citizen to do every thing which injures 
not another ; and inthe right of fociety, by equal laws, 
to panifh every one who may, either through intempe- 
rance or otherwife, be guilty. of licentioufnefs. If Mr. 
Adams has wilfully or intemperately miftaken the mean- 
ing of the term, he may be reminded that liberty con- 
fiits in the non-reftraint of non-injurious ations, and 
that an ardor for a fy{tem which fhail tolerate wrong or 
injuftice of the fmalleft fpecies is not an intemperate ar- 
der for the ettablithment of liberty, or of equal rights, 
but for the exiftence of licentioufnefs, or the deftruction 
of all rights whatever. The progrefs of enquiry and 
circulation of true information will, Mr. Adams expeéts, 
promote an impartial /pirit of independence, a rational 
Spirit of liberty. ‘This is the expectation and the defire 
of every benevolent mind: An impartial fpirit of inde- 
pendence mutt be that which does not partially confine 
its benefits ta a few but extends them equally to all; 
and no limited definition of a rational fpirit of ibe 

can be maintained by the advocates of monopoly. Theft 
latter fentiments, but for their too near relation to the 
former, might have refle@ed credit on theit poffeffor, 
whofe meaning may be further evinced by his fubfequent 
concurrence in a fentiment, as exceptionable and illibe- 
ral as ever difgraccd a public meeting. The Ameri- 
** can character : May all, but true tederalifts, Je found 
‘* wanting when weighed in the American balance :”’ 
I his is begging the queftion in the moft dogmatical 
manner ; and, fo far from indicating a love of truth to 
be the object of the utterers, it manifefts a malevolent 
defire that, whatever may be che merits or demerits of 
either federal or antifederal principles, al! thofe charac. 
ters who maintain the latter may, af all events, be brand- 
ed with infamy. What would thefe viriwous calumni- 
ators fay, if {uch a fentiment were to preceed from a 
body of oppofite political fentiments? They might with 
juttice reprobate its abominable fpirit; but genuine re- 
publicanifma can aeknowledge no principle which fhall 
have a teadency to ob{truét udiverfal and unlimited en- 
quiry. ‘ The friends of univerfal freedom : May all 
** men be weighed in the balance and thofe who /hall be 
‘« found wanting be counted amongft ker enemies.”’?— 
This would have been the language of the honeft patri- 
ot; the other is the effufion of intemperance and ene 


thuftafm.

STATES.

PERFUMERY. 


Luxury confifts a good deal in fathion ; 
and fafhion prevails much in America, neverthelefs the 
Americans, generally fpeaking, have not yet atrived to 
that degree of luxury which pays annually no incon- 
fiderable tax to the hair. In this confideration, how- 
ever, the towns and capitals muft be excepted, where 
a vaft deal of hair powder is made ufe of. Although 
this article is manufactured in confiderable quantities in: 
fome parts of the Union, the preference is univerfally 
given to that from Europe. Scented ointments, poma- 
tum, effences, lotions, ball, fhaving foap, and other 
preparations of the kind likewife fell very well.—Al- 
though not connected with this head, I would here 
mention womens’ gloves and mittens, which are in 
great demand and of ready fale-—no woman of con- 
dition will be feen without the former, and hardly ever 


without one or the other. 
PRINTS. 


The art of painting is wholly in its infancy in the 
United States of America, and probably will remain fo 
for a long time in a country where moft of the inhabi- 
tants are rich enough to enjoy the comforts of life, but 
not many fo opulent as to do any great matters towards 
encouraging men with a genius for this brilliant and ex- 
penfive art. Copperplate prints, which in a great de- 
gree fupply the place of paintings, are in much vogue in 
America, and may be rendered an article of good ex- 
port. Gilt frames, or otherwife, with glafs to cover the 
engravings, might be fent to great advantage. 

PICKLES. 

As they have in the United States moft of out vege- 
tables anc: fruits, not many other pickles are proper to 
be fent there except capers: anchovies alfo fell very 
well there, though not in univerfal demand. 

SADDLERY. 

A great deal of faddlery is made in the United 

States ; and even for exportation, chiefly to the Wet 





tion, the more likely muft it be to exift and to become: 
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Indian iflands, chiefly in the faddle-horfe line. The 
Americans, however, import much of this article, for 
carriage ufe, fuch as harnefling &c. from England, very 
elegantly manufactured. France .cannot pretend to 
any exportation of this article, to advantage, unlefs 
our artilts in this way conform. their work to the I'n- 
gliih and American modes and patterns, and improve 


on the prevailing tafte, 
SALT. 


American veflels trading to France frequently re- 
turn with little or no freight. In which cafe falt is the 
fir objcdt to be attended to, initead of mere bailatt. 
Lefides, the article of falt, ‘f imported into America 
at the proper feafon, yields a handfome profit. 

To thofe who deal in this article itwill appear that 
falt, as manufactured in France, is equally ftrong in its 
nature with any other, and yet lefs corrofive, though 
equally capable of preferving fleth of any kind in any 
fvafon. Su h Americans as wifh to trade to France 
for this commodity will pleafe to obferve. that Browage 
is one of the places molt reforted to for the beit of ialt. 

MLK s. 

If it be true what is reported, we have more than 
fifty thoufand Looms in our Silk 1 anufactories fu plied 
in a large proportion with Silks raifed in France, the 
means of employing both branches cannot be too many. 
From the trade with the United States. by proper at- 
tention, our manufactories in this way may alfo receive 
fone valuavle encouragement. Silk in picces is there 
worn génerally in the fame fafhion as among us. Men 
have moflly icft it off, but itis {till a favorite article 
of drefs withthe women. A good deal of their Silk 
is got from China direétly in the American trading 
fhips to the eaft. The diiferent forts exported from 
Europe are black, white, and pink fattins, the former 
chie.y for men’s {mall clothes, and therefore made to 
be durable ; alfo Luitrings, Tatieties, Sarcenetts, modes, 
&c. the latter is moitly made ute of for womens’ head- 
drefles, the colours white, fky-biue, and pink; for 
cloaks, black, and for go «ns the colours may be various. 
Silk ockings, either white or figured, are one of the 
manufactures that feils beit inthe U. 8. the Americ ns 
feem ing rather inclined to beftow partic.lar attention 
on this article of their drefs than almoft aay other. 
general they willingly pay a good price for them, 
when of good quality and talte. In the white fort we 


ean pleafe them eafily; but as to the figured ones, if} 
we fendthem they muft in every refpe&t be equal to thofe 
manufactured by our rivals the knglith, particularly | 


in the two points of talte and durability. Lmbroidery 
and fewing filks will likewife anfwer well. Silk waitt- 
coats are not much worn now ; patterns in white, with 
very fmall figures might do, however, for aflortment. 
Umbrellas tgo always bear a good price in America.

Meffrs. Sitg:e ves and Baird «ttended. 

Sundry petitions were orefented and re erred, 

A meflage from the Senate informed tnat tacy had 
formed a guo:um, and inthe abfence of the Vice 
Prefident had appointed Jiacob Re d Prefidint of the 
Senate. 

A joint committee was appointed to irfo-m the 
P-efizent that the two houfes were ready to receive 
his communications. Meffrs Rutledge, Otis and 
Dawion were appointed on the part of the houfe. 

Mr; Coit called the attention of the houfe to the 
act for promoting ufeful knowledge by fecuring an 
exclufive 1ight to the profits of new inventions tothe 
projeGor. He conceived fome of the provifions of 
the law iuconfiffeact with each other. He moved for 
a committee to be appointed to enquire whether any 
and what alterations ought to be made in the faid 
a&t. Curried. 

The report of the committee of unfinifhed bufinefs 
was taken up. The commi.tee recommended, . that 
any part of che unnoifhee butinefs may be taken us 
on the cali of any member; or oa the appiication of 
the individual claimant or petitioner.

On motion of Mr- L'vingfton, the report in favor 
of the eftablifhment of the marine hofjitals was refer- 
red to a committee of the whole for monday,

Adjourned. 
THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 23. 

Several other members, to wit, Meffis. Thomas 
Claiborne and John Clopton, from Virginia, Wil- 
liam Claiborne from Vennefice, and Thomas Pinck- 
ney from South Cirolina, appeared in the houfe. 

Meffts. Claiborne and Pinckney were re{peétively 
{worn tofupport the conflitution, and. thereupon took 
their feats. 

A meifige was fent tothe Senate, informing that 
the Houfe was waiting to receive them in their cham- 
ber, in order to receive the communication which the 
Prefident had faid he would this day m:ke to them. 

The ‘enate fhortly after took feats on the floor of 
the houfe, and remaincd fome time waiting the arii- 
val of the Prefident. Ar length the Prefident enter- 
ed the Houfe, and after feiting himfelf a few mi- 
nutes, rcf2, and read the foliowing communication— 

Genslemen of the Senate, and 
Genilemen of the Houje of Reprejen-atives, 

I WAS for fome time apprehenfive that it wou'd 
be neceflary, on account of tie contagious ficknefs 
which afflicted the city of Pailadelphia, to convene 
the National Legiflature at fome other place; this 
meafure it was deiirable to avoid, be¢aufe it would 
occafion much public inconvenience, and a confidera- 
ble public expence. and add to the calamities of the 
inhabitants ot this city, whofe fufferings muft have 
excited the fympathy of all their fellow citizens :— 
Therefore, after taking meafures to afcertain the 
ftate and decline of the ficknefs, I pottponed my de- 
termination, having hopes, now happily realized, 
that, wichout hazard to the health of the members, 
Congrefs might aflemble at this place, where it was 
next by lay to meet. I fubmit, however, to your 
confideration, whethera power to poftpone the meet- 
ing of Congrefs, witheut pafling the time fixed by 
the conftitution upon fuch occalions, would not be a 
ufeful amendment to the law of one thoufand feven 
hundred and ninety four. : 

Although I cannot yet congratulate you on the re-e- 
ftablifhment of peace :n Europe, and the reftoration of 
fecurity to the perfons and properties of our citizens, 
from injuftice and violence at fea; we have, neverthe- 
lefs, abundant caufe of gratitude to the fource of bene- 
volence and influence, for interior tranquility, and per- 
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'telligence of the arrival of both of them in Hollan4, 


from whence they all proceeded cn their journey to 
Paris, within a few days of the tgth of September. 
Whatever may be the refute of this miffion, [ tru% that 
nothing will have been omited on my patt, to condué 
the negociation to a fuceefeful conclufion, on fuch 
equitable terms, as may be compatible with the fatety, 
honour, and intereft of the United States.—Nothing 
in the mean time will contribute fo much to the pre- 
fervation of peace, and the attainment of juftice, as a 
manifeftation of that energy, and unanimity of which 
on many former occafions, the people of the United 
States, have given fuch memorable proc, and the ex- 
ertion thofe refources, tor national defence, which a 
beaificent Providence has kindly placed within their 
power. 

It may be confidently afferted, that nothing has oc- 
curred fince the adjourtment of Congrefs, which renders 
inexpedient thofe precautionary neafures, recommend- 
ed by me, to the confideration of the two Houfes. at 
the opening of your late extraordinary feflion. Ff that 
fyftem was then prudent, it is more fo now, as encreaf- 
ing depredations ftrengthen the reafons for its adop- 
tion. 

Indeed whatever may be the ifue of the negociation 
| with F-ance, and whether the war in Eurépe is, or is 
‘not to continue, 1 hold it mo’ certain that permanent 
| tranquility and order, will not foon be obtained : ‘The 
{tate of fociety has fo long been difturbed, the fenfe of 
moral and religious obligation f much weakened ; pub- 
lic faith and national honour hnve been fo impaired, re- 
pect to treaties has been fo dminifhed, and the law of 
nations has loft fo much of its force ; while pride, am- 
bition, avarice, and violence, have been fo Jong unre- 
ftrained, there remains no reafnable ground, on which 
to raife an expectation thata commerce without protec. 
tion or defence, will not be pladered. 

‘) he commerce of the United States ts effential, if not 
to their exiftence, at leaft to their comfort, their growth, 
profperity and happinefs. ‘ihe genius, character, and 
hibits of the people are highl; commercial ; their cities 
have been formed, and exilt ion commerce 3 our agri- 
culture, fitheries, arts, aod nnaufactures, are conneéted 
with, and depend upon it; Infhort, cemmerce has made 
this country what it is, and itcannot be deftroyed ot ne- 
olected, without involving the people in poverty and 
dittrefs ; great numbers are dreétly and folely fupported 
by navigation. ‘Ihe faith o7 fociety is pledged for the 
prefervation of the rights of commercial and fea-faring, 
no lefs than of other citizens. Under this view of our 
affairs, I fhould hold myfelf guilty of a neglect of duty, 
if I forbore to reeommend, that we fhould make every 
exertion to protect our commerce, and to place our 
country ina fuitable pofture of defence, as the only 
fare means of preferving both. 

I have entertained an expectation, that it would 
have been in my power, at the opening of the feffion, 
to have communiceted to you the agrecable information 
of the due execution of our treaty with his catholic 
majefty, refpecting the withdrawing of his troops, from 
our territory, and the demarkation of the line of limits ; 
but by the late authentic intelligence, Spanifh garrifons 
were {till continued within our country, and the running 
of the boundary line had not been commenced.—Thefe 
circumftances are the more to be regret:ed, as they 
cannot fail to affeét the Indians, in any manner injuri- 
ous to the United States ;—Still, however, indulging 
the hope, that the anfwers which have been given, will 
remove the objections offered by the Spanith officers. 
to the immediate execution of the treaty, I have judged 
it proper, that we fhould continue in readinefs to receive 
the pofts, and to run the line of limits— further infor- 
mation on this fubjeé&t, will be communicated iu the 
courfe of the feflion. | 

In conne&tion with the unpleafant ftate of things 
on our weilern frontier, it is proper for me to mention, 
the attempts of foreign agents. to alienate the affection 
of the Indian nations, and to excite them to actual hof- 
tilities againft the United States ; great activity has been 
exerted by thefe perfons, who have infinuated themfelves. 
among the Indian tribes, refiding within the territory 
of the United States, to influence them, to transfer 
their affeGions, and force, to a foreign nation, to form 
them into a confederacy, and prepare them for war 
againft the United States. _ 

Although meafures have been taken to counteract 
thefe infractions of oar rights, to prevent Indian hot- 
tilities, and to preferve their attachmenrtothe United 
States, ir is my duty to obferve that to give a becter 
effeét to the meafures, and to obviate the confequen- - 
ces of a repetition of {uch prattices,’a law providing — 
adequate punifhment for fuch offences may be necei- 
jary. 

The Commiffioners appointed under the sth artic’e 
of the treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, be-

name Gilbert ; owner Mr. Mozely of Rhode Iland— 
the people of the coaft had hauled the veffel up on the 
beach ; the bottum appeared to be in tolerable condition; 
but matts, fpars, fails, &c. worth nothing. 


Accounts from Paris fay, that citizens Fauchet and 
Adet, men tolerably well known in this country, have 
been appeinted to confer with Mefirs.
